CHICAGO 
Is it possible to crack organ­ 
ized crim e in Chicago after all 


these decades? Under present 
conditions? No. 


Tile Al Capone era has been 
succeeded by more efficient, so­ 
phisticated 
m obsterism. 
There 
is no discernible crack today. 
Penetration of legitimate busi­ 
ness has become domination in 
some broad categories reaching 
anti-trust proportions. 
Inciden­ 
tally Illinois does not have anti­ 
rust 
laws. 
During 
prohibition 
days the 
stripe-suited 
Capone 
gangster hijacked bootleg whis­ 
ky truckloads. This is peanuts 
compared to today's real and 
concocted 
hijacking 
of 
trailer 
vans containing loads of razor 
blades valued at more than a 
half million dollars. 


T here’s been no repetition of 
the Valentine Day M assacre of 
the Roaring 20's. But muscle- 
m ayhem -m urder is still with us. 


Though I have been on the 
Chicago scene only five months 
I do not consider myself a com­ 
plete newcomer. In my form er 
career with the Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics I had some knowl­ 
edge of crim e in Chicago and 
Illinois. 


AS BAD as Chicago is, the 
city h a s no monopoly on big 
crim e Many times the Chicago 
mob has spread out to seize 
downstate 
rackets, 
but 
there 
still are some strong, indepen­ 
dent outfits in the state. The 
inclination 
and 
practice 
of 
“ dow nstaters” (practically anc­ 
one in the 101 counties outside 
of Cook Countyi to porn' sanc­ 
timonious accusing fingers to­

WHEN BUSINESS goes bad, 
slows down or over-investm ents 
are m ade, the form ula is sim ­ 
ple. The “ torchm an” is hired, 
either an expert in that field or 
a 
versatile 
dope 
peddler-bur- 
glar-pim p. But first, extra in­ 
surance is taken out. F urnish­ 
ings are m utilated. Cases upon 
cases of liquor are rem oved, 
and cash reg isters and vaults 
em ptied. The “ poor restau ran t 
ow ner” has perpetrated a dou­ 
ble fraud. 
In som e instances the owner 
of a garage or restaurant ac­ 
tually owns 
his 
establishm ent 
but 
he 
too sees 
his business 
sinking. He then hires a “ torch­ 
m an ” from the mob. 
The bom bing treatm ent is re­ 
served 
for 
different 
reasons. 
The syndicate insists that a le­ 
gitim ate tavern ow ner sign up 
his em ployes with a raek \-cn n - 
trowed labor union local. Or the 
re s'a u ra n t owner, as it is be­ 
lieved was the case with Gene 
A utry's Sahara Inn 
refuses to 
accept 
laundry, food, vending 
m achines, juke boxes, scaven­ 
ger supplies and services. Dy­ 
nam ite blasts bring the legits 
to their knees.

ing upon the time it takes to 
liquidate the principal. So the 
individual who borrows $100 but 
whose 
initial 
weekly paym ent 
of $10 m ust be m ade, receives 
only $90. T hereafter he pays a 
w ekly rate of IO per cent or 
$10. It m ay take him 6 m onths 
to return the entire principal of 
$100 He has paid back $360 for 
$90.

tion of the technique of under­ 
cover, 
an 
investigative

proach which is second-nature 
with the “ G ” (as all federal 
police are referred to here) of

P enetrations of gangs can be 
m ade by police officers. This 
m ust be done. 


These, then, are som e of the 
fundam ental reasons why I say 
that crim e is not being cracked 
in Chicago and Illinois. No sin­ 
gle area of society should bear 
the responsibility or the blam e. 
Tire public, the legislature, the 
judiciary, the l a w enforcem ent 
agencies m ust contribute joint­ 
ly. Only then could a crack be 
m ade in the organized crim e 
wall.

Congress passed 
in 1875 a law barring discrim ­ 
ination in public places but it 
was 
declared 
unconstitutional 
by the Suprem e Court of the 
Uni cd 
States in 1883. That de­ 
cision said the 14th Am endm ent 
could not be used as a basis 
for a federal law banning dis­ 
crim ination in “ inns, public con­ 
veyances on land or w ater, thea­ 
ters, and other places of public 
am usem ent.” 
The court said 
the 
am end­ 
m ent was designed only to for­ 
bid discrim inatory action by the 
states 
them selves. 
The 
sam e 
m ajority 
decision 
hinted 
that 
the rour i would not pass judg- 
m em in advance as to w hether 
another ,)rc \ on of toe Consti­ 
tution. Known as the “ com m erce 
clause,” could be invoked by 
C ongress 
to 
regulate 
“ rights 
in public conveyances passing 
irom ot e state to an th er.” 


SUCH AN APPROACH is be­ 
ing tried now to justify certain 
sections of the new law, though 
other sections again rely on the 
14th 
A m endm en' 
in 
the hope 
that the present Suprem e Court 
will be influenced by political 
tides, rath er than by constitu­ 
tional precedents of the past, in 
ruling on the new statue. 
As foi the 14th A m endm ent— 
from which 
the 
doctrine 
of 
“ equal protection of the law s” 
was 
applied 
by 
the 
Suprem e 
Court in 1954 as a constitution­ 
al justifica1 ion for ordering pub- 
lic-school desegregation — the 
tragic truth is that the am end­ 
m ent itself was never legally 
ra ifie d . 
History 
books 
tell 
the 
sad 
story of how duly elected m em ­ 
bers of the House and Senate 
from 
the 
South 
w ere 
denied 
their 
seats 
in 
Congress, and 
how the federal governm ent sent 
its troops to sit in the halls of 
state 
legislatures 
to 
coerce 
‘hem into “ ratification” of the 
proposed 
14th 
A m endm ent by 
rescinding their previous rejec­ 
tion. 
The argum ent that the state 
legislatures which rejected the 
14th 
A m endm ent 
w ere 
them ­ 
selves 
illegal 
falls 
down, be­ 
cause 
Liese 
sam e legislatures 


w ere accepted as legal by Con­ 
gress when they had previously 
ratified 
the 
13th A m endm ent, 
abolishing slavery. 


EVEN SECRETARY of State 
Sew ard, who had the custom ­ 
ary obligation to issue a proc­ 
lam ation after a constitutional 
am endm ent was properly ra ti­ 
fied. expressed doubts publicly 
about the legality of the process 
by which the 14th A m endm ent 
had been allegedly adopted. By 
the passage of an unprecedent­ 
ed resolution. Congress — which 
has no authority to pass judg­ 
m ent on m ethods of ratification 
—then brusquely ordered him 
to issue the proclam ation. 
Oddly enough in the 86 y ears 
that have since elapsed, the Su­ 
prem e Court has refused to ac­ 
cept for hearing any case pro­ 
testing the illegality of the “ rat- 
fication” of the 
14th 
A m end­ 
m ent. 
Th com m ent often heard is 
that it doesn't m atter what hap­ 
pened IOO years ago. that it isn t 
im portant 
today 
w hether 
toe 
am endm ent 
was 
legally 
ra ti­ 
fied. that the people m ust ac­ 
cept it. and that the courts need 
deckle only w hat's best for the 
people — not necessarily w hat 
is in accordance with the Con­ 
stitution and the precedents of 
the nasi 
Inevitably, however, law and 
edicts based 
on 
m easures 
of 
doubtful constitutionality s t i r 
up bitterness. Integration lead­ 
ers in recent years have spok­ 
en of the slum bering conscience 
of 
the 
nation 
in 
failing 
to 
deal with 
the civil rights ques­ 
tion, 
but they 
never 
m ention 
the sin or the crim e which has 
been the basis of m uch of the 
ill feeling over the race prob­ 
lem. 
IT ’S NEVER too late to con­ 
fess a sin or atone for a crim e, 
and the conscience of the A m er­ 
ican 
people 
has 
indeed 
been 
slum bering 
for 
nearly 
IOO 
y ears over the fraud and m ili­ 
tant coercion applied in alleged­ 
ly “ ratifying” the 14th Am end­ 
m ent. 
The appeal for conciliation is 
growing today, 
and even 
the 
proponents 
of 
the 
new 
civil 
rights law are beginning to con­ 
cede that conform ity by coer­ 
cion m ay not work and 
that 
a spirit of good will is essen­ 
tial To produce such an atm os­ 
phere, however, it’s m ore than 
ever essential that all doubts 
of 
constitutionality 
should 
be 
resolved by adopting in the pre­ 
scribed 
way 
am endm ents 
to 
the Constitution. 
If the civil rights concept is 
as 
universally 
popular 
as is 
claim ed, it should not take long 
to bring about the adoption of 
the necessary am endm ents to 
ihe Constitution that would for­ 
bid all racial discrim inaion in 
the use of public facilities with­ 
in federal or state jurisdicion.
